“MEDICINAL WINE” 
IMPORTS FOR YEAR 


Washington, August 8.—Dur- 
ing the year,ending July 1, 1921, 
imports of wine into the United 
States totaled 1,200,000 gallons, 
according to Senator Sterling, 
North Dakota, who urged that 
restrictions be placed on wine 
importatiofs., In the previous 
year, Sterling said, the wine im- 
ports had been only 28,000 gal- 
lons. 

In addition to the ‘amount 
listed above, 1,080,000 quarts. of 
“still wines in bottles” and 612,- 
000 quarts of champagne were 
imported into this country in the 
year ending July 1, 1921, Sterling 
announced. — 

Under the law, these imports 
were “suppoged” to be for medic- 
inal purposes, the senator said. 
But. he didn't.knaw. whether all 
the wine had péen Murchased for 
that reason.

Washington, August 8.—The whole 
question of prohibition, as it op- 
erates in the United States, has 
been thrown open in the senate. 

An anti-beer bitl was passed, with 
twenty senators voting against it, 
after a debate which indicat- 
ed the first organized reaction to- 
ward present-day enforcement of 
the Volstead act, But while they 
aid not succeed in defeating the bill, 
or in sending it back to committee, 
the opposition group did achieve) 
the passage of an amendment which 
requires every enforcement officer 
to obtain a search warrant before 
he sets forth on the liquor trail, a 
provision which . “drys” declared 
would “nullify” the Volstead law. 

Consideration of the liquor issue 
involved violation of the constitu- 
tion by government officials, exces- 
sive fmports of liquor, the opera- 
tions of rum-runners and the value 


Forbids Medicine Beer. 

The bill, as passed, forbids the 
prescription of beer as medicine, and 
limits the prescription of whisky to 
a half-pint every ten days, an | 
amendment authorizes the prohibi- 
tion commissioners ‘to stop the im- 
portation of vinous liquors when- 
ever he believes sufficient wine has 
been produced in this country to 
meet medicinal needs. 

So wide was the range of Hquor

tured to prescribe a formula wiere- 
by any layman can tell whether his 
friends have been drinking for me- 
dicinal purposes, or merely for s80- 
cial and beverage reasons. 

Senator Ball, of Delaware, & prac- 
ticing physician for twenty-five 
years, told his colleagues: 

“If whisky is discernible on the 
breath, it hag been drunk as a bev- 
erage. If it has been used as med- 
icine, you cannot smell it. for the 
body absorbs liquor when it is 
legitimate medicinal 
reasons.” | | 

Value as Medicine. 

Ball contended, along with Sena- 
tor Pomerene, of Ohlo, that on fre- 
quent occasions liquor possessed 
high value as Medicine. Both men 
cited numerous instances of its 
merit in the sick room and opposed 
any legisiation which would make 
it criminal for a doctor to prescribe 
sufficient liquor to an ailing | 
patient. 

If congress can forbid a physi- 
clan to use Hgquor in his profes- 
sion, it also can stop the use of 
liquor. for gacramental purposes, 
Pomerene said.

“I Consider I Am In No 
Way to Blame for Un- 
fair Treatment Accorded 
You,” Wrote Dykes. 


Miss Julia Riordan, former prin- 
cipal of the Davis Street school, 
who was dropped from the teaching 
force of the Atlanta school system 
at the last election, yesterday gave 
out a statement in which she ab- 
solutely denied the charge that she 
had been given a formal trial by 
the board of education. 

This statement was attributed to 
Councilman Walter Sims during the 


course of the meeting of thé board |- 


Monday afternoen by an aftetnoon | 
paper, she says. It was brought 
Gut By the‘fact that a4 committee | 
from the federation of trades had 
appeared before that body. to ask 
that she be told the reasons why 
she had not been. re-elected. 

Miss Riordan declares that the 
only time that she had ‘ever been 
called before the board: mémbers 
was when she was asked by the 
teachers’ committee to explain why 
she had not promoted one of her 
pupils. She claims that she did 
this because he had failed in his 
studies and that her stand was 
backed up by the superintendent 
of schools. 

Produces Letters. 

She produces letters from the 
board members In regard to, the in- 
cident, and also one from former 
Superintendent Dykes in which he 
declared the treatment accorded her 
“unfair.” 

Her full statement follows: 

“The first intimation I have had 
that I was ever ‘on trial’ before the 
board of education was received 
through the columns of an after- 
noon paper in” an account of the 
proceedings of the board meeting 
Monday (yesterday). 

“Mr. Sims is quoted as having 
said that I was given a _ formal 
trial two months before the elec- 
tion on a charge preferred by Su- 
perintendent Dykes. The charge,

Siconss Jones Demand 
Respectful Hearing, 
When School Commis- 
sioners Are Inattentive. 


TO LABOR DELEGATION 


W. W. Gaines Willing to 
Give Reasons for Firing 
Miss Riordan in “Private 
Conversation.” 


Flat refusal by the board of ‘ed- 
ucation Monday afternoon met a 
request of the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades for a statement of the rea- 
sons, if any, why Miss Julia Rior- 
dan was discharged from the schoo] 
system. at a recent meeting of that 
body. 

The board’s answer to the feder- 
ation was identical with the reply 
sent to the Atlanta Public School 
Teachers’ association, of which Miss 
Riordan was member, when the 
teachers addressed the board with 
a similar request. 

Not only did the board ignore the 
questions of the federation, which 
was presented by the legislative 
committee of four members, but the 
inattentive attitude of gome of the 
commissioners while Jerome Jones, 
spokesman of the labor delegation, 
Was presenting the petition, caused 
the speaker to demand a respectful 
hearing. 

Delegation Withdraws. __. 

After the board had refused. to 
divulge a reason for ousting. ‘the’ 
instructor, the Idbor “delegation | 
withdrew from thé meeting with the 
parting gtatement by Mr. Jones that 
“the question is a very important 
one to the federation and it in- 
volves every union member in the 
state.” 

In speaking On the position of the 
federation, Mr. Jones said that the 
organization was not attempting 
to question the judgment of the 
board in dismissing Miss Riordan 
neither was it asking for her re- 
instatement, but as a matter ‘of 
principle recognized by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor and em- 
ployers, she was entitled to know 
the reason why she was discharged. 

“If this kind of precedent is to be 
established by the city of Atlanta,” 
said Mr. Jones, “it will result in 
private corporations pursuing it 
very much-to our injury, and it will 
work a hardship on a mass of our 
people to whom, I am sure, you men 
would not do harm consciously.” 

Hutcheson Interrupts. 

Commissioner Carl Hutcheson, the 
member who led the attack on Miss 
Riordan, interrupted Mr. Jones to 


ask him why the board should be 
called on to explain its action in 


Miss Riordan’s case any more than 
in the instances of half a dozen 
more teachers who were not re-|

On 
one occasion, last February, I was 
asked to appear before the teach- 
ers’ committee of the board (Hutch- 
eson, Sims and W. H. -Terrell) 
and give my reasone for refusing 
the request of an unreasonable 
patrons who wished to force the 
promotion of her son in the middle 
of the year, after he had failed to 
make the necessary grades.

Popular Atlantan, Who 
Belonged to Many Or- 


ganizations, Had Been 
Ill for Months. 


Jack H. Lewis, prominent Atlan- 
tan residing at 2 Peachtree place, 
died about 6 o’clock Monday after- 
noon from aé self-inflicted piste! 
wound, his death following an ill- 
ness of several months which had 
resulted in a complete physical 
breakdown. 

Mr. Lewis was one 
most popular and best known citi- 
zens, the southeastern manager of 
the Dixon Crucible company. He 
was a member of the Palestine 
Lodge of Masons, of the Knights 
Templar, Yaarab Temple,of Shriners, 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce. At- 
‘lanta Automobile association, Capi-| 
tal City club and the Rotary club. 

Confined to his bed for ‘several 
weeks, Mr. Lewis had become ex- 
tremely nervous.’ following a siege | 
which kept him in the hospital from | 
about the middle of May to the mid- 
dle of June.

These were the words pronounced | 
famid impressive ceremonies and aw- 
ful sojemnity at which the perni- 
cious abstraction was. given last 
funeral rites, and at wich a mon- 
ument wag dedicated to ita memory, 
not ag an eulogy, but in the fervent 
hope that it has disappeared from 
the city forever. 

The time was noon and the place 
the center of the uptown district, 
“Five Points.” A mock funeral was 
the climax of a procession in which 
was displayed, by means of floats, 
placards, slogans and other graphic 
demonstrations, the unlimited poten- 
tialities of destructive forces con- 
tained in the word “carelessness.” 

Route of Parade. . 

The parade began at the junction 
of the Peachtrees, moving down 
Peachtree and Whitehall to Mitchell, 
thence down Mitchell to Broad, down 
Broad to Marietta, from which the 
procession moved to “Five Points.” 

With solemn preliminaries, Rev. 
J. J. Bennett, of the Jackson Hill 
Baptist church, gave the invocation. 
Then, amid silence which would have 
made audible the fall of a pin, he 
delivered the funeral obsequies. 

A monument contributed by prom- 
inent Atlantans who desired to aid 
the movement of the Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce in successfully 
conducting the work, was erected 
and may be seen at “Five Points.” 
It is square, tapering toward the 
pinnacle. On each side is inscribed 
a solemn warning: 

“Carelessness has caused _ this 
world untold sorrows. It isa the 
practice of fools,” reads one of the 
inscriptions. 

On another side read simply the 
words, “Here lies Carelessness,” 
plain in tone, but full of hidden 
meaning. 

The compéign for “No Accident” 
week officially- began Sunday,

“We must fight this menace,” sald 
Rev. Bennett in-his burial address, 
“or it will prove our ultimate un- 
doing. With each new invention of 
man, as progress gréows;-and new 
machines are perfected, possibilities 
of accident are necessarily increas- 
ed. There. is only_one way to coOm- 
bat the danger. An. increase of 
discretion commensufate with add 
liability of accident is the only

In a solemn tone Dr. Bennett pro- 
nounced the final benediction. © “Here | 
lies Carelessness,” he. said, while 
the crowd applauded and flags were

The general tax bill was passed 
by the senate late Monday after- 
noon by a vote of 38 to 7 after & 
had been amended so as to pro- 
| vide for a 5 per cent state tax on 
adil amusements, including grand 
opera and moving pictures. The 
amendment had been recommended 
by the senate tax committee and 
was in the form of a substitute for 
the section in the house bill placing 
a $2,500 tax on grand opera. It 
was adopted by a 30-to-13 vote. 

In the adoption of the tax bill, 
the senate followed closely the plan 
on amusements proposed by the 
committee, which in mearly all in- 


stances increased xes over the 
scale 10 fig FP Tonas. 8a sed 
pagse*-*.. measure. Senator John 
H. Jones, in a speech against the 
bill, declared that it would increase 
taxes approximately 30 per cent 


over the original house ‘measure.

Amusement Tax Paswed. 

Vote was taken on the amusement 
tax only after two hours’ debate 
in which two amendments offered 
from the floor of the senate were 
turned down.

Both of these were 
offered by members opposed to a 
tax on opera altogether, in a spirit 
of compromise, as they .. declared 
themselves to be opposed to the 6 
per cent tax in principle and that 
it would put a tax of about $5,000 
on opera, which they declared to he 
an educationa] factor in the state, 
The $1,000 amendment was offered 
by Senator Wall, and thé 500 one 
by Senator Hutchins,

He confesses to having hit Dr. 
Pickford, but says that he used only 
his bare fists und declares that 
he does not believe such a blow 
could have endangered the life of 
Dr. Pickard. 

“If his skull ig fractured it must 
have been the result of the fall. I 
couldn't possibly have hit him that 
ig dh said Condon Monday morn- 
ng. 

Condon claims that he struck 
Pickard because the latter had 
spoken to two women whom he 
knew. ‘ 

“They were in a car that had 
stalled. I knew the women, so lI 
started over to ask them if I eould 
help them.. They were Mrs. Helen 
Boatfielid and Mrs. Grace Stephens, 
of the Dorothy apartments, 92 East 
Ellis etreet.” 

Continuing his story, . Condon 
claims that as he crossed the street 
Dr. Pickard went up to the ladies 
and made some remark to them. 
They told him to “go away,” and 
that they didn’t know him, he said. 


i Condon then interfered and asked 


Pickard why he spoke to them. 

The latter then turned to him and 

said: “What the hell have you 

got to do with it?” according to 

Condon, 
Cond on, Flees. 

It was then, says Condon, that he 
struck Pickard. Immediately aft- 
erward a friend of the physician, | 
he claims, is said to have reached | 
toward his hip and thinking he was 
about to draw a gun, Condon fled. 

“I went to the Martinique hotel 
and registered under the name of 

N. McClellan. I used an as- 
sumed name because I was afraid 
the police would be after me, and 
we would all be arrested for get- 
ting in a fight. Naturally, I didn’t 
want to be arrested. 

“The next day when I was tipped 
off that Dr. Pickard was badly hurt 
and that the police wanted me, 
lost my head. I decided to go down 
to Macon and get my brother’s ad- 
vice. I did. He told me to go 
home to my mother in Cordele and 
he’d come up to Atlanta and find 
out how things were and arrange 
for my bond if I were arrested.” 

Mrs. Boatfield and Mrs. Stephens, 
when interviewed Monday corrobo- 
rated the principal pointa of Con- 
don’s story. They say. that Dr. 
Pickard, whom they didn’t know at 
the time, accosted them when their 
car was stalled and asked, “Need 
any help, kid?” 

They say they told him that they 
did not know him and asked him 
to go away. Friends of Dr. Pick- 
ard claim that if he spoke to the 
women it was merely to offer his 
aid. : 
Women Leave Scene. 


At the time Condon came up a 
few words passed between the two 
men, say the women. The car 
etarted right after Condon struck 
Pickard and the women drove hur- 
riedly off, not wishing to be mixed 
up in a street brawl. 

Condon was captured at the home 
of his mother on information given 
‘the Cordele police by Chief of De- 
tectives Lamar Poole. The chief 
and.four of his men had traced Con- 
fon to Macon and from there to 
Cordele. 

Chief Poole declared Monday that 
every effort had been made from 
the first to arrest Condon. 

“We went to work on the case 
at once,” sad he. “At the time our 
critics were talking loudest we 
could have silénced them by telling 
what we were doing, but that would 
have jeopardized our chances to 
catch Condon. So we endured it. 
You can’t render hourly report, on 
police work. If yqu do you won't 
get very far In capturing the men 
you are after.”

SFES BETTERMENT 


Governor Strong Tells 
Committee’ Business Is 
Well Embarked On 
“Cycle of Recovery.” 


Washington, August 8--—An ex- 
planation of banking and monetary 
principles which, he said, have con- 
trolled the federal reserve system 
since its inception, was given to- 
day before a congressional commis- 
sion by Governor Strong, of the 
New York’ reserve bank, in defense 
of charges that in its operations it 
agricul- 
tural credit needs. Deliberate in- 
flation of eredit by lowered inter- 
est rates, with consequent increas- 
ed prices, was resorted to during 
the war as a military necessity, 
he said, but deflation &nd_ price 
drops in recent’months, he declared, 
were not forced by the board, but 
were inevitable and world wide. 
Higher interest rates by the reserve 
system, he described as more or less 
incidental. 

New York, far from being favor- 
ed, Mr. Strong asserted, had been 
subjected “to pressure by interest 
rates to liquidate greater than in 
any other part of the country.” Al- 
though’ desoribing collapse of prices 
in 1920 as the most serious in mod- 
ern times, he told the commission 
that he considered the business sit- 
uation well embarked now upon “a 


cycle of recovery,” and cited indus- 
trial resumption, advancing prices 
of high-grade securities, and lower 
interest rates as symptoms. 

“You can’t very well administer 
credit withoyt some effect on 
prices,” Governor Strong said, “but 
the banking machinery was not op- 
erated with eyes on a chart of 
prices, to move them up and down.”’ 

“The reserve bank rates,” he add- 
ed, “are a reflection of conditions 
rather than an endeavor to influ- 
ence conditions, and they are an 
effect and not a cause.” 

Discussing charges that high call 
money rates in New York drew mon- 
ey away from the interior, Gov- 
ernor Strong said they were rather 
an evidence that money had first 
been withdrawn fronf New York, 
for use in the interior. In spite 
of 30 per cent interest there at pe- 
riode of the stringency, he said, 
the “New York banks had to be 
begged at times to make call loans.” 
in 1917, he added, a money com- 
mittee had been set up through the 
reserve bank, to supply stock ex- 
change funds and to “prevent a run 
away money market.”

Following 
Mr. Williams, Governor Harding, of 
the board, appeared before the com- 
mittee to refute these charges and 
today Governor Strong, of the New 
York reserve bank, has endeavored 
to substantiate by his testimony 
what Governor Harding said.

MONEY AVAILABLE 
FOR FARM LOANS 


Farmers Will Be Able to 
Borrow More Easily 
Within Next Six Months, 
Says Senator Harris. 


Within the next six months farm- 
ers of Georgia and Of the country 
will be able to borrow money more 
easily for their crop operations next 
year as a result of the passage of 
the Norris bill by congress, it was 


announced Monday by United States | 


Senator Willlam J. Harris, who is 
in Atlanta. By January 1, 1922 
about $280,000,000 will be avallable 
for farm loans through the War Fi- 
nance corporation, according to 
Senator Harris. , j 

The mest important feature of the 
new law will be that it will permit 
banks in all parts of the country to 
discount their agricultural paper 
and clear away many obstacles 
which have stood in their way to- 
ward financing the farmers here- 
tofore. 

“This bill means that the banks 
can gO ahead and finance the farm- 
ers with practically a clean slate 
as far as the future is concerned,” 
Senator Harris declared. “It will 
eliminate the frozen loans they have 
been forced to carry and will en- 
able them to function as far as the 
farmer is concerned practically oy 
a normal basis. The banks are not 
to be blamed for the situation that 
has existed. They have done their 
share and much more and the pro- 
visions Of the Norris bill will bring 
them relief as much as relief will 
be given the farmer.” 

Passage a Surprise. 

Enactment of this bill came as a 
surprise to republican administra- 
tion leaders and its passage was 
possible as a result of the senate 
“block” composed of senators repre- 
senting southern and western states,

legislaticn -nd on other agricultural 
legislation .«, ‘ardliess of party lines. 
Through the f® mation of this group 


of senators rap strides have been 
taken in passing Yceislation needea 
by the farmers.

ness,” he said. 

. Senator Harris said there is 
nothing new in the Camp Gordon 
situation, He declared ;the govern 
mént is looking over the matter 
with a view toward utilizing the 
camp if possible and if it is found 
that it cannot be used it witil be 
dismantled. 

“Under the army reorganization 
plans, however, Georgia becomes an 
important state in the governmen- 
tal system. There will be no 
dimfnution of activity at Fort Mc- 
Pherson and with a smaller army 
that post will become more im- 
portant than ever. The government 
operates the headquarters of the 
southasten department in Atlanta. 
The United States public health 
service for the southeast is located 
here. The quartermaster depart- 
ment at Candler warehouse for the 
southeast is in Atlanta. A great 
new government hospital is to be 
built in Augusta. At Columbus is 
Camp Benning which is the largest 
infantry training school in the 
world, These activities put Georgia 
out in front of all southern states 


as far as government activities are 
concerned,’ the senator assert 
Hospital in Augusta. 

The new hospital at <Augusta 
would have been located in some 
State along the Atlantic seaboard 
north of Georgia or in one of the 
central southern states under the

Leoks for Relief. 


Discussing the tariff on potash, 
Senator Harris sald the repu licans 
had succeeded in putting this in 
such shape that the farmers of the 
south wil] have to pay for it, but 
expressed the opinion that the sen- 
ate “block” would. be able to do 
something to relieve the situation. 

“The cOmbination of southern and 
western senators is stronger than 
the administration and already more 
has been accomplished in the way 
of progressive farm legislation 
than sOme of the administration 
leaders ever believed would be 
passed,” he 8s 

Senator Hasris was cordial in hie’ 
reference to Senator Watson, the 
junior senator from Georgia. 

“Since Senator Watson has been 
in Washington our relations have 
been cordial and friendly. We are 
working eo at gest in harmony for 
the things that mean much for Geor- 
gia,”” he declared. 

Senator Harris will remain in 
Georgia until the latter part of 
the week. He has a record. of be- 
ing in his seat in the senate more 
regularly than any member of the 
senate with the exception of Sen- 
ator Shephard, of Texas. Unless 
the senate declares a recess he will 
return to Washington Friday or 
Saturday.

Syracuse, N. Y., August §.—Six in- 
mates of thg state prison at Auburn 
are in a hospital and thirty others 
in isolation cella as a result of a 
battle between negroes and whites 
in the exercise yard yesterday. Iil- 
feeling Over a ball game Saturday 
culminated in an attack On the ne- 
groes. 

There were one thousand prisoners 
in the exercise yard when the trou- 
ble started. Members of the mutual 
welfare league ball team and a nuni- 
ber of sympathizers picked up ball 
bats and sticks and started at a 
group of negroes standing at one 
side. The negroes on Saturday root- 
ed against the mutual welfare team 
playing an outside aggregation, it 
was said, 

The negroes backed to One side of 
the yard and tried to repel the at- 
tack with bricks, heaped there on 
account of some construction work. 
Prison guards finally were ‘able to 
separate the combatants by the.use 
of heavy clubs and the display of 
revolvers.

COTTON GOODS CENSUS 


PREPARED BY BUREAU

Washington, August 8.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—A prelim- 
inary statemr it of the 1920 census 
of manufacturers with reference to 
the cotton goods industry has been 


prepared by the bureau of the cen- 
sus, department of commerce. It 
consists of a detailed statoment of 
the quantities and values of the va- 
rious products manufactured @¢dur- 
ing the year 1919. 

The cotton goods ind’ satry, as 
presented in this report, includes 
textile mills engaged primarily in 
the manufacture of woven cloth, 
yarns, etc., and does not include 
those reporting cotton small wares, 
or cotton lace, as principal prod- 
ucts, 

In 1919 the cotton goods indus- 
try was represented by 30 states, 
with an aggragate of 1,290 estab- 
lishments. Seventeen states con- 
tained ten or more establishments, 
and in the aggregate reported over 
98 per cent of the total value of 
products as shown below in the or- 
der of their importance by value of 
products with corresponding num- 
ber of establishments: 

Massachusetts $596,687,000, with 
191; North Carolina $318,368,000, 
with 311; South Carolina $228,440,- 
000, with 145; Georgia $192,188,000, 
with 132; Rhode Island $155,488,000,

Awakening in Los Angeles. 
Embezzlement Charged. | 


‘Macon, Ga., August 8.—(Special.)— 
Unable to throw any further light 
On his disappearance from Hahita 
six weeks ago, Benjamin L. Cumbus, 
young postmaster, charged with em- 
bezzling $300, arrived in Macon this 
afternoon in custody of V. J. Mon-, 
tele, deputy United States marshal, 
of Los Angeles, Cal. 

With a somewhat bewildered ex- 
pression on his face, he again told 
United States officials the story of 
waking up in Los Angeles in July 
with no idea of where he was or 
how he got there. . 

“I have nothing to explain,” he 
said simply. “I can’t. remember a 
thing about leaving Hahira. I. know 
it must have been after the first. 
because I remember working on my 


monthly reports. Then I recall writ- | 
ing the Gepartment for a vacation 
and sealing the letter. I don’t know 
whether I mailed it or not. I can’t 
remember a thing about Hahira 
after that.” 

He sat for a few minutes gazing | 
into space. He was neatly dressed 
with a clean, straight-forward ap- 
pearance. He is about twenty-six 
years old. 

“The next thing I remember was 
‘coming to in a park in Los Angeles,” 
he said, looking his hearers straight 
inthe eye. “I was sitting on a bench 
and I remember just sitting there 
trying to figure out where I was. 

“T Keaw there weren't any parks 
around home like that. I asked a 
man seated nearby what place it 
was. He looked at me as though 
he thought I were crazy and asked 
what place I thought it was. I told 
him I didn’t know, and then he said 
it was Los Angeles. 

“As I didn’t know any one'in Los 
Angeles, I*went to the postoffice in- 
Spector and told him my fix. A few 
days later he told me I was under 
arrest for embezzling $300. I didn’t 
even know there was a shortage in 
the postoffice, but when I heard it 
I wanted to come back and try to 
straighten it out, 

“The inspector carried me to the 
Golden State hospital to be exam- 
ined. The doctor there said I had 
@# case of amnesia caused by a blood 
clot, and phlebitis on my left leg 
breaking up and settling on my 
brain.” The young defendant didn’t 
offer to explain the cause of the 
blood clot and phlebitis until ques- 
tioned. 

“It was caused from a wound,” he 
said. “I was in the fifth mar‘nes, 
and was wounded in the St. Mihiel 
drive, so I suppose it was caused by 
shell shock, in a way. 

He spends tonight in the Bibb 
county jail, unable to make _ his 
$1,000 bond. His preliminary hear- 
ing before Commissioner Martin will 
be held Thursday morning. He wir- 
ed his mother and his brother to 
meet him here this afternoon, but 
for some reason they didn’t come.

Whereas, in the face of the above conditions, after full and careful deliberation, it has been decided that the 
Imperial Wizard of this organization should once again call the attention of the public to the real purposes and work 
of this organization, in order that the truth may be known to all men. 


Therefore, I, the Imperial Wizard of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, do a officially proclaim and de- - 
clare under solemn oath as follows: 


Ist. THE KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX K LAN DOES NOT ENCOURAGE OR FOSTER LAWLESSNESS, RACIAL PREJUDICE OR RE- 
LIGIOUS INTOLERANCE, and is not designed to act in the capacity of a law enforcement or moral correction agency, except in so far as the mem- 
bers of the organization as citizens may be able to assist the regular officers of the iaw in the apprehending of criminals and the upholding and sus- 
taining of the majesty of the law and the honor and integrity of the Stars and Stripes’and the Constitution of America. To the above,every member 
entering the portals of this organization has been sworn under the most binding and solemn oath, and any act or word contrary to the above state- 
ment by any Klansman is a violation of his oath, and puts him beyond the pale of fellowship in the organization and makes him an outlaw not only 
in the eyes of the law of the land, but in the eyes of his former fellow Klansmen, as a violation of oath of any Klansman a banishes -him__

2d. In order that there may be absolutely no doubt in the public mind as to the real purposes and object and ial of this organization, I quote 
herewith Section 3, of Article 2, of the Constitution and laws of the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan: ‘This Order is an institution of Chivalry, Human- 
ity, Justice and Patriotism, embodying in its genius and principles all that is chivalric in conduct, noble in sentiment, generous.in manhood, and patri- : 
otic in purpose; its peculiar objects being, first, to protect the weak, the innocent and the defenseless. from the indignities, wrongs and outrages of the 
_ lawless, the violent and the brutal; to relieve the injured and the oppressed; to succor the suffering and the unfortunate, especially worthy widows and 
orphans: second, to protect and defend the Constitution of the United States of America, and all laws passed in conformity thereto, and to protect the 
states and the people thereof from all invasion of their rights thereunder from any source whatsoever: third, to aid and assist in the execution of all con- 
stitutional laws, and to preserve the honor and dignity of the states by opposing tyranny, in any and every form or degree attempted, from any other 
source whatsoever, by a fearless and faithful administration of justice; and to promptly and properly meet every behest of duty without fear and 
without reproach.”’ If necessary the organization is prepared to submit the entire Constitution of the order, as there is nothing in it that any honorable, 
law-abiding, conscientious, clean-hearted and pute-spirited, hundred per cent American could not subscribe to and swear to uphold. 


3rd. I hereby declare and pronounce the present attempt to fasten upon this organization acts of lawlessness TO BE THE ATTEMPT OF OUR 
ENEMIES TO DISCREDIT THE ORGANIZATION, and the further our investigation goes into every particular incident of lawlessness which has 
been charged against us the more convinced I am that the present wave of criticism. passing through the press IS A CONCERTED MOVE ON 
THE PART OF OUR ENEMIES IN AN ATTEMPT TO PREJUDICE THE PUBLIC IN REGARD TO.OUR WORK. In one instance we already 
have the statement of a supposed victim in Texas of lawless conduct on the part of the Ku Klux Klan, that the incident itself was conceived in his 
own mind, and that he tied the bandages around his hands and over his eyes and mouth himself, but he declined to state why he attempted to 
make it appear that the Ku Klux had robbed him. WE KNOW THE REASON WHY, and it is easy for the public to comprehend the reason®and why 


he does not wish to disclose same. 
His statement or admission came before our investigators reached the spot. 


4th. The Knights of the Ku Klux Klan and any members of the organization cannot commit acts of lawlessness and remain in the fellowship of 
the organization. We do not claim to have a perfect machine, because no human machine is perfect, and it is possible that words or deeds in viola- 
tiow of the rules and regulations of this organization by its members may occur. It 1s also true that legislators, officers of the law and citizens, mem- 
bers of all of our leading fraternal organizations, are from time to time making mistakes and committing crimes in violation of the law, yet no one Is

In conclusion, the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan is a law-abiding, legally chartered, standard fraternal order, designed to teach and inculcate the 
purest ideals of American citizenship with malice towards none and justice to every citizen regardless of race, color or creed. It is attempting to bring 
about in America re-dedication of its membership in loyalty: and devotion to the Stars and Stripes and the Constitution of the United States of America 
and to build up and foster the spirit of real fraternity and fellowship amongst men. In the face of these facts the organization calmly awaits the final 
judgment of the people of America. If we are all that our enemies charge,-or even one-fourth as wicked as claimed, America has nothing to fear from 
this organization, for it will perish. On the other hand, if we are being lied about by those who are unworthy and who are not pure Americans at heart, 
or who would sacrifice their country for selfish interests, the time will come when all their falsehoods and serious statements will react on them and 
the Knights of the Ku Klux Klan will come into its own and take its place in the hearts of real Americans, where its founders intended it should as the 
one greatest force in America to guarantee to all men that this country shall forever be what its founders intended, THE LAND OF THE FREE AND 
THE HOME OF THE BRAVE, wherein all men, regardless of race, color or creed, can live in peace and happiness, enjoying the greatest amount of

‘Women Needed 
In Mission Work,’ 
Says J. C. Manry 


“Women are now greatly needed 
in the work of Christianizing the 
people of India,” declared J. C. Man- 
ry, an Atlantan, who has lived in 
India for the past five years, in 
a lecture Monday afternon at the 
Ponce de Leon Avenue church to 
the Baptist women of Atlanta who 
are interested in missionary work. 

“Men missionaries can only cvm- 
municate to the women of. India,” 
he continued, “by the most difti- 
cult and circuitous of methods. 
Women there are kept in seclusion 
by the men and this seclusion is en- 
couraged by the women. 

2 a man becomes lax and al- 
lows men to gaze on his wife, she 
infers that her husband’s love'is 
waning. If women walk on the 
streets, they are veiled. If they 
ride in wagons, they are curtained 
in. A man must be intimately ac- 
quainted with a family before he 
Can see or speak to a woman. 

“The difficulties confronting a 
man missionary are, therefore, ob- 
vious. There is no such prohibi- 
tion, however, against woman com- 
municating with woman, but there 
is a scarcity of women missiona- 
ries in India today. The way to 
Christianize people ig to convert the 
women.” 

Mr. Manry illustrated his lecture 
by photographic slides of India. 
They showed Hindu priests, who 
practice self abuse; the great and 
popular pilgrimages to sacred 
places where innumerable people 
congregate; the advance of British 
civilization; the results of. the 
scourge of leprosy; the ancient 
methods of transportation: the 
rrandeur of the Himalayas, and the 
beauty of the Taj Mahal, which ie 
being preserved by the British gov- 
ernment.

Bolshevik Legation at 
Reval Informs American 
Consul Former Prisoners 
Will Be in Esthonia. 


Reval, Esthonia, August 8.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—The bol- 
Shevik legation here today in- 
formed the American consulate 
that the following Americans who 
have been- imprisoned in Russia 
had been released and would ar- 
rive at Camburg, near Narva, Es- 
thonia, tomorrow. 

Captain Emmett Kilpatrick, of 
Uniontown, Ala.; Dr. Weston B. 
Estes, of Brooklyn; William Flick, 
of Brooklyn; Corporal Thomas 
Hazlewood, of San Francisco; X. 
B. Kalamatiano, of Racine, Wis., 
and Henry J. Lamarc, of New 
York. 

No mention was made of Royal 
Cc. Keely, an Amerrscan engineer 
who is understood to have been 
released from prison, but still in 
Russia. 


TEN MILLION 
WITHOUT FOOD. 

Washington, August 8.—Within 
two weeks, 10,900,000 Russians will 
-—be without food, according to es- 
timates cabled to the department 
of state. 

The hunger-stricken aréa is 
spreading rapidly, millions of Rus- 
sians are migrating to Siberia, lit- 
tle or no grain will be available 
for September planting and fear is 
held here that the Russian nation 
is on the verge of collapse. 

Lenine Issues Appeal. 

For that reason, cabled advices 
that Lenine has issued an appeal 
for help to the “proletariat”. of 
the world aroused Interest among 
Washington officials In touch with 
the situation. It is regarded here 
as an effort to convince the Rus- 
sian people, whea help comes, that 
the soviets, thréugh their influ- 
ence on workers abroad, were re- 
sponsible for saving’ the nation. 
There is no doubt that many of- 
ficials here see a chance of the 
downfall of Lenine and Trotsky in 
Russia’s present plight. 

“From Saratov to Vuatka—the 
middle Volga district”— said tele- 
graphic information to the state 
department from its representatives 
abroad, “the famine situation is 
especially serious. The situation 
is developing to an acute degree 
in the eastern Ukrarnk, the north 
Caucasus and south Ural districts. 
Not less than 60,000,000 pounds of 
grain will be required for food in 
the Volga district. For the pur- 
pose of sowing a new crop, 7,090,- 
000 pounds will be required before 
September 1.” 

No Grain for Seed. 

The cable adds in this connection 
that “little or no winter grain will 
be sown by September 1, as it is 
not believed possible to obtain 
from abroad and to transport to 
the appropriate areas the requisite 
seed.” 

“A recent arrival in Riga from 
Moscow,” the state department ad- 
vices continue, reports that 3,- 
000,000 persons are migrating to 
Siberia, and almost the same num- 
ber are moving toward the south. 
It is stated that within two weeks 
10,000,000 people will be without 
food.”

“Il didn’t want her to _ suffer,” 
Willie said, “so I up and shot her 
again. That didn’t kill here so I 
shot her again in the neck.” 

Willie hurried to his home and 
then took refuge in Boonville. He 
set the date of the shooting as 
Friday, July 22, and said it occur- 
red at 8 o'clock in the morning. 

According to Willie’s confession 
he had had an argument. with his 
mother on the day before the shoot- 
ing because he had returned from 
Boonville without a job. 

“She fussed at me,” he said, 
simply. ‘ 

Willie’s confession clears up the 
mystery as to who shot Mrs. Deffen- 
doll, but his accidental version of 
the shooting is not given much 
credence by officials at Boonville. 

The body of Mrs. Deffendoll, with 
the head severed was found in the 
woods near her farm home 15 miles 
from Boonvilleflast week.

Navigation Experts Want 
to Know Whether or Not 
Boiler Explosion Wreck- 
ed the Alaska. 


Eureka, Cal., August 8.—Naviga- 
tion experts Monday started inves- 
tigation of the sinking of the 
steamer Alaska. 

Whether the steamer hit Blunt’s 
weef, that graveyard of many ships 
because of navigation. errors, or 
whether its boilers blew up, is ex- 
pected to be made knowa. 

But thie fact did not lighten the 
load of the relatives and friends of 
28 missing passengers and crew 
members who are hoping against 
hope that some miracle will restore 
the lives believed los, nor will it 
prevent the tearful and dramatic 
scenes in the morgue, where 17 
bodies now lie. 

Forty-five lives are believed lost, 
according to the revised lists of 
the San Francisco and Portland 
Steamship company. 

The investigation is headed by 
Captain J. L. Bulger, supervising 
inspector for the district. Captain 
Bulger said that all charges by 
passengers of incompetence on the 
part of officere and crew will be 


thoroughly probed. 
Captain Could Not Swim. 

The man who might be brought 
to the bar to answer questions will 
never appear. Captain Harry Hovey, 
skipper of the Alaska, went down 
with his ship. While Captain Hovey, 
could “not swim, it i” known that he 
made no attempt to escape from the 
sinking Alaska. 

All day a beach patrol of expert 
seamen paced the shore of Blunt’s 
reef, ecanning the waters fpr addi- 
tional bodies. Coast guard cutters 
skimmed through the Waters around 
the dangerous reef, where the fun- 
nels of the Alaska, still rise above 
the surface. 

Friends and relatives of the dead 
and missing are arriving here hour- 
ly and scenes in the little morgue 
are pitiful. 

To add to the horror of thy disas- 
ter, the correct number vf illiséing, 
and the identity of some of the 
bodies lying in the shallows of the 
reef, may never be known for the 
purser of the Alaska is also miss- 
ing, and he had the only correct 
list.

She 
stood by the rail and as each hys- 
terical and badly frightened woman 
was put overboard, she had a joke 
and a word of cheer. Only when 
the last woman was put in the boats 
did she consent to leave the ship 
and then she collapsed.

To Resist Arrest 


Springfield, Ill, August 8.—Sheriff 
Mester and District Attorney Mor- 
timer late today decided that no at- 
tempt would be made tonight to ar- 
rest Governor Len Small, after a 
conference between the sheriff and 
the state executive at the latter’s 
offices. The sheriff did not take to 
the governor’s office the three war- 
rants charging the governor with 
embezzlement of state funds whiie 
he was state treasurer. 

Determination to resist arrest was 
reiterated to the sheriff, who said 
his visit,was made to obtain a 
Statement from the governor as to 
his position. The sherff said that 
Governor Small had threatened to 
take action against him and his 
bondsmen if attempts were made to 
serve the warrants. 

“I told him,” the’ sheriff said, 
“that I intended to serve the war- 
rants and that if he djd not come 
to arrange his bonds that I would 
have to bring him in.” 

The governor in a statement, is- 
sued after the sheriff's call, said: 

“My legal advisers have convinc- 
ed me that it is my duty under the 
constitution and my oath of office 
to decline to submit myself to the 
jurisdiction of the judicial depart- 
ment during my term; that the pub- 
lic welfare as well as the constitu- 
tion and the law demand that the 
man who is governor shal] be free 
from interference with his personal 
liberty while he is governor. 

“To submit myself to the courts 
would mean to make the executive 
department of the government sub- 
ject to the judicial department, 
which would be a direct violation 
of the constitution. 

“I must therefore, in. Obedience 
to my oath of office, decline to sub- 
mit myself to the jurisdiction of 
the judicial branch of the state gov- 
ernment during my term as gov- 
ernor.”’ 


Material Plans 
For Conference 
Now Center Stage 


Washington, August 8.—Upon ac- 
ceptance being received from Italy 
and China ot the suggestion that 
the disarmament conference be con- 
Vened November 11, Armistice day, 
the attention of administration offi- 
clals today was centered largely on 
the physical features of the meet- 
ing. The Japanese government has 
not yet given official notification 
of its acceptance of the proposed 
date, but assurances in press dis- 
patches from Tokio that no objec- 
tion would be offered has convinced 
Officials at the state department 
that Japan will join the remaining 
powers in accepting the date. . 

Just how the expenses of the Con- 

ference are to be apportioned has 
not been definitely determined, Sec- 
retary Hughes, it is believed, will 
dispatch within a few days the for- 
mal invitations to the conference, 
and it is possible that the wording 
of that document may make it clear 
to the invited powers whether they 
Will be expected to come as guests 
of the American government or 
merely as conferees who expect to 
pay thir own bills. 
_ That question and others pertain- 
ing to personnel are said not to 
have been subjects of interchange 
of opinion. How many delegates 
will represent any separate govern- 
ment probably will be left to the 
judgment of the respective powers, 
although there is evident a feeling 
in official circles here that there 
probably will be equal representa- 
tion.

Explaining its reason for asking 
for the stock issue, the railroad 
said: 

“The management desires to pre- 
sent to the cummission the fact 
that a great part of the earnings 
of the company which might have 
Deen paid to the stockholders in 
cash has been used to improve and 
enlarge the company’s property. In 
view of the smallness of the exist- 
ingg capital stock in comparison 
with tne extent, value and import- 
ance of the company’s property, 
and the fact that the company’s 
surplus far exceeds the amount of 
the proposed stock dividend, it. is 
believed that the proposed stock 
increase is in every way proper. 

“In the second place, the occasion 
having arisen for adopting a defi- 
nite Plan of financing the compa- 
ny’s monetary needs, present and 
future, a careful study of practices 
approved by the highest classes of 
bankers and investors established 
the fact that a railway company’s- 
total issue of bonds should never 
exceed three times the amount of 
its paid-up capital stock; without 
which condition the bonds issued 
under a refunding mortgage cannot 
be made investments for savings 
banks in New York state. It hap- 
pens that this is practically the 
existing ratio between the appli- 
cant’s present stock and bond 
issues. Manifestly then, if the plan 
of making one large mortgage to 
cover present and future needs, in- 
cluding the refunding of outstand- 
ing funded ‘obligations, is to be 
adopted this increase in the com- 
Pany’s capital stock becomes abso- 
lutely necessary. 

“Fifty-three million dollars was 
determined upon as the amount of 
the increase, because it was decided

Liberty bonds on a discount basis. 

He is right in the position he 
takes—that the patriotic. citizens 
who came to the rescue of their 
country in time of need, and ad- 
vanced it money with which to 
prosecute the war—in thousands 
of instances the purchasers of 
these government war securities 
being men and women to whom 
such purchases meant actual pri- 
vation and real sacrifice—are en- 
titled to protection against loss 
when circumstances force them to 
dispose of their bonds in advance 
of maturity. 

The bonds were sold upon the 
assurance that they would bear a 
certain rate of interest, payable -at 
stated intervais, and that upon 
maturity they would be redeemed 
by the government at their face 
value. 

The government, of course, will 
make good that guarantee. 

But when the government by de- 
flating the currency creates a con- 
dition that forces the sale of gov- 
érnment securities at a loss it 
works a hardship on innocent in- 
vestors. 

As Mr. Hunt asserts in his let- 
ter to Congrescman Brand, the 
masses bougkt bonds, “not for 
selfish investment, but that each 
woman and man unable to serve in 
the army might contribute toward 
the winning of the war;” and he 
says that “when deflation was car- 
ried to its extreme about 95 to 98 
per cent of the bonds held by my 
clients had to be sold regardless 
of price to pay the debts that cot- 
ton could not liquidate.” 

That the attitude of the govern- 
ment in forcing hasty inflation 
was very largely responsible for 
the withering slump in products, 
no unbiased observer will deny; 
and the same thing is true of 
price conditions generally. 

That being the case, the least 
that the government could do, in 
justice and equity, would be to 
throw every possible safeguard 
round the patriotic, - unselfish, 
self-sacrificing holders of those of

RUNNING THE GAMUT. 
The senate has passed the 5 per 
cent amusement tax on all forms 
of amusement in Georgia—from 
the lowest to the highest. 

The farmer who runs into a 
nearby town to enjoy a moving 
picture show must pay for the priv- 
ilege, as must every attendant 
upon a concert, a chautauqua, the 
theater, or the opera. 

This is only an evidence of the 
desperate condition in which the 
state finds itself as the result of 
its botch-work financial system. 

Not another state in the union 
ovieg such a tax. 

And there is not another state 
in the union of approximately the 
same population of Georgia that, 
comparing assets with liabilities, 
is in as good a condition as Geor- 
gia. 

And yet we have run the gamut 
from the pawn broker to a tax on 
amusements to make ends meet. 

The proposed amusement tax is 
utterly unjustified, and it will 
work a hardship that is entirely 
innecessary. 

Perhaps the house will yet cor- 
rect the senate’s error in this re- 
spect. 


At least let us hope so.

There is plenty of time in the 45 
hours remaining to revise the house 
schedule. 

And just as certain as the dawn 
of day in the east the people of 
Georgia will rise UP like a thun- 
dering tornado # this legislature 
adjourns with t#¢ record of an un- 
preeedented tas burden upon the 
people on one Side, and a measly 
pittance allotted to her institution# 
on the other

In Georgia there is a five mill levy 
upon property; lands of all kinds 
and aj) improvements; stocks; bonds 
—except federal exemptions—cash; 
personal and private possessions; 
live stock of every description from 
a percheron tO a cur dog— 

And in addition to all of this ths 
present assembly has increased the 
general run of occupational and 
privilege taxes to a point where it 
js actually a duty upon thrift and 
industry in many instances and in 
some instances a penalty upon edu- 
cation. 

Every farmer who pumps water to 
his tank with a gasoline engine, or 
cuts silo, or w00d; or who drives 
an automobile, or a truck in deliv- 
ering his product to market, must 
hereafter pay a tax of one cent on 
every gallon of gasoline he con- 
sumes. 

It hits him hardest of all groups 
of citizens because his distances are 
longer than the city man’s. 

The tax on gasOline strikes at the 
very heart of highway development 
—and at the very soul of the devel- 
opment of improved and up-to-date 
motor-driven farm machinery. 

it strikes at tne tranquility of 
rural community life. 

But the Georgia legislature says 
we must pay it! 

We will do so without a whimper 
if the $800,000 that is to be raised 
each year from that source, a new 
source and a new revenue in Geor- 
gia, is employed for the material up- 
lift oz the state—for the education 
and vocational training of the boys 
and girls, the young men and the 
young women; and for the proper 
equipment and maintenance of those 
eleemOsynary institutions that eall 
for help with the earnest and heart- 
rending pleadings of a lost soul at 
the divide— 

And if this legislature refuses to 
reflect the sentiment in Georgia in 
this respect “hell will break loose” 
from the Carolinas to Florida.

The amusement tax! 

A tax largely on education! 

A tax on the poor man’s picture 
theater! 

A direct blow at the only recrea- 
tion places in the small towns—up- 
lifting, enlightening, entertaining! 

A tax on chautauquas, the educa- 
tional and mora] value of which is 
equal to the school room or the 
pulpit! 

A tax on the development of home 
talent! 

Oh, well! They say it is not a 
tax on small town picture shows, 
or chautauquas, or home talent, or 
even gran@ opera. Théy say it 
is “a tax on the people,” who at- 
tend them. 

The taxation buck is always pass- 
ed to the people, as a rule. 

Between the republican adminis- 
tration and the Georgia legislature 
the people of this estate will be 
bowed down worse than Bunyan’s 
Pilgrim if this thing keeps up— 

But the taxing of picture shows 
an additional five per cent cannot be 
passed to the people—and especially 
in the towns. 

They have already practically 
broken themselves in trying to pass 
the federal tax of 10 per cent to 
the people. 

There is ecarcely a picture show

[in America that has not been forced 


to reduce admission fees, within the 
past few months, back to a pre- 
war basis, when there was no fed- 
eral tax; and in doing so have had 
to carry themselves the burden of 
the federal war duty. 

And there are not fifty picture 
shows in Georgia today that are 
paying expenses. 

With the additional burden of 9 
per cent scores of them will close. 

They cannot pass it to the peo- 
ple! 

The speaking theaters can! 

The chautauquas even can. 

But the small town picture shows 
cannot! 

But the senate says they must 
pay it—and if the house concurs, 
those of the amusement places that 
can will pay it without a whimper— 
an additional $500,000 into the treas- 
ury of Georgia— 

But believe me if this tax Is 
finally imposed, and the. legislature 
rings its session out at midnight 
Wednesday without listening to the 


call of these etarving institutions } 


to at least a restoration of the 1919 
budget, there will be more “hell to 
pay” in Georgia, from Tybee to 
Rabun! 

Just as well put that in the pipe 
and smoke it! 

Let’s assume that the final hours 
of the assembly may be blessed 
with a spirit of fairness and jus- 
tice to those assets of the state 
that are priceless in value, and as 
sncred as the babe to the mother’s 
arm. 

The people, aS a rule, are not Op- 
posed to taxes for defense, or for 
the education and training of their 


young ones. 
. * * * 


In this connection, let me quote 
one of the progressive young men 
of the senate, Senator Leonard 
Rountree, from that section “where 
the ozone of the pine brings health 
and the drip of the gum brings 
wealth.” 

He is progressive, broad-visioned, 
forceful— 

“It is not pleasant to face the ne- 
cessity of special taxes to raise rev- 
enue to wipe out deficits and provide 
for the current expenses of state 
government,” he said. “But since 
we have it to do, I am in favor, 
and I believe a large majority of the 
citizens of Georgia are in favor, of 
this legislature taking steps that 
will prevent the lowering of the 


‘ 


enngrosangge of a single public school 
or any other public educational in- 
stitution. 

“The amount required is too smal] 
to excuse this general assembly for 
giving Georgia the bad reputation 
it would gain by thus robbing its 
youth and its school children of 
what we owe them. We have voted 
already to increase the appropria- 
tion for the state bureau of markets. 
We cannot justify that increase to 
the taxpayers of Georgia if we re- 
duce by one dollar the appropria- 
tions for a single educational in- 
stitution: 

“If the situation is such that we 
must rob our young men and young 
women—the state’s greatest asset— 
to save a few dollars it would be 
more to the point for us to. save 
these dollars by reducing our own 
salaries and those of other state 
officials; but the situation, in my 
judgment, does not necessitate re- 
sort to either alternative. 

“I believe we will have enough 
revenue from the tax bill, when it 
finally emerges, to restore the ap- 
propriations necessary to enable our 
schools to live and function. 

“According to my information, un- 
der the appropriation bill as it now 
stands, the appropriation for main- 
tenance of the extension work of 
the state college of agriculture—the 
only educational force engaged in 
carrying agricultural instruction di- 
rectly to farmers, farm women and 
farm boys and farm girls—has been 
cut $66,000, or approximately 25 per 
cent of the total present mainte- 
nance income. 

“Another cut equally disastrous 
to another equally important and 
popular Georgia institution is the 
reduction made in the appropriation 
for Tech—a veritable ‘wealth fac- 
tory’ for Georgia. 

“According to Dr. Matheson, the 
head of this institution, it will re- 
quire the addition of $113,000 to 
bring its income up to the level of 
its income last year, $100,000 of 
which had to be raised by. private 
subscription. 

“Inadvertently, I am informed, the 
house also cut the Smith-Hughes 
appropriation $16,000, This appro- 
priation, I understand, makes avail. 
able funds from the federal govern- 
ment for vocational training in our 
high schools under the administra- 
tion of State Superintendent Brit- 
tain. This appropriation should by 
all means be restored. 

“The common schools of Georgla, 
being the foundation of the whole 
educational structure of the state, 
should likewise by all means re- 
ceive the ungrudging support of 
the general assembly and to the 
fullest possible extent. 

“Furthermore, the University of 
Georgia, the oldest state university 
in the United States, the institu- 
tion that has trained thousands of 
Georgia’s and the nation’s foremost 
men, should be enabled to maintain 
its standard of efficiency. Chan- 
cellor Barrow says that any cut 
whatever in its appropriation would 
be disastrous. 

“Last, but of not lesser impor- 
tance, our normal schools that train 
the teachers for the common schools 


of the state, must not be neglected.” 
as + * 7 


Senator Rountree, who lives in 
Emanuel county, and who has taken 
a leading part in the development 
that has placed the schools of his 
county in*the front rank in ‘Geor- 
gia, is enthusiastically supported in 
his position by many other pro- 
gressive members of the general as- 
sembly. 

Let us hope this legislature will 


, act wisely in this matter in the 


few hours that remain. 

The existing state deficit has been 
provided for by the W. and A. ren- 
tals. , 

Pass that problem from mind! 

The general revenue bill together 
with other taxes, including the ad 
valorem, will provide around $10,- 
000,000 it is conservatively estimat- 
ed. 

With the added amusement tax— 
if adopted—that amunt will be in- 
creased to $10,500,000. Many say 
it should go to $11,000,0000. 

The general appropriation bill as 
passed by the house, cutting the 
institutions 10 per cent horizontal- 
ly, carries $9,125,000. 

It is easy to calculate that even 
the proposed amusement tax can be 
omitted and then there will be suf- 
ficient revenue accruing to put 


1919 budget. : 

There is no argument about it, 
unless the tax administration of 
Georgia in the future absolutely 
falls down. 

Certainly there can be no justifi- 
cation, in these trying times, for 
abnormally taxing the people Just 
for the pleasure of piling up an idle 
surplus.

The world has lost its greatest 
interpreter of vocal musia It will 
be many years, perhaps, before it 
is fully realized just what that loss 
means, 
much a part of the human intelli- 
gence of today, as the name of 
Shakespeare, the name of Wagner, 
the name of any great artist in any 
chosen field, be that field creative 
or confined to the domain of in- 
terpretation. As an _ interpreter, 
Caruso stands alone. 

The most modern—possibly the 
most heartless—definition of im- 
mortality is, that so long as a man 
may be remembered, he is immor- 
tal. 

But until a few years since, the 
interpreter, the artist whose func- 
tion it wae to give sound to the 
creations of the composer or the 
poet, although he did not pass into 
Oblivion with death, was helpless 
to leave anything more than mere 
historic memory. The world today, 
if it could hear the voice of Caesar, 
of the great Jewish lawgivers, of 
St. Paul—would greet their memo- 
ries with a profound and a thrilling 
intimacy. For each, in hig way, 
summed up for utterance, some ex- 
perience of mankind. 

Caruso is the firet 
terpreter of an art, 
utterances have been rescued from 
oblivion. The great singers, who 
preceded him—all but a few of his 
own contemporaries—are nothing 
more than names, written large 
enough, perhaps, upon the scrolls 
of history, but nevertheless limited, 
sO far as the sense of their actual 
presence goes, to what imagina- 
tion may conjure up regarding 
them. 

Caruso is not a memory, he is 
a presence. Generations yet jun- 
born will hear his great voice, and 
thrill in the hearing. They will 
catch every change and turn of 
his miggty accents; they will fol- 
low with forever-new ears, the un- 
seen path of music he has trod 
before them. Wars and catastro- 
phies may arise and pass away; 
but unless the earth itself is rent 
from pole to pole, the echoes of his 
voice will not die out for many a 
century to come. 

Within the past decade, there 
have been opened, for the first 
time in many long ages, the tombs 
of warriors and of kings who were 
laid to sleep many centuries before 
the Christian era broke upon the 
world. 

The pride of the race which had 
these monarchs to rule over it, pre- 
served their physical bodies for 
future races to behold again and 
to wonder -at. 

The modern world places a high- 
er value upon its great. It desires 
to commemorate, not simply the 
flesh, but that which the flesh 
made worthiest during its sojourn 
upon earth. And the modern world 
may take pride in the achievement 
which has made it possible, not 
for the dead flesh to be seen, but 
for the living voice to speak forth, 
from the very tomb iteelf, defying 
death and forgetfulness with the 
accents of immortality. 

And this is what the Victor com- 
pany has done with Caruso’s voice.

Banker Urges 
Bonds Be Kept 
On Par Basis 


Washington, D. C., August 8— 
Representative C. H. Brand, of the 
Eighth Georgia congressional dis- 
trict, is in receipt of the following 
letter from Benjamin W. Hunt, well- 
known banker and prominent citi- 
zen of Eatonton, Ga.: 

“Dear Mr. Brand: I am anxious 
for the representative from my con- 
gressional district to go on record 
as opposing our general government 
compromising instead of paying its 
debts in full. . 

I personally sold most of the gov- 
ernment bonds here during the war, 
using my financial standing to guar- 
antee that our rich country and 
the ethical development of its peo-, 
ple, who, in fact, make the govern- 
ment, would protect the interests of 
the unselfish patriots, who, at my 
solicitation, bought 4 per cent bonds 
instead of purchasing real estate 
montgages paying 8 per cent. 

Every issue of bonds was success- 
fully sold in our county, even to be- 
yond our allotment. 

The people bought bonds, not for 
selfish investment, but that each| 
woman and man unable to serve In 
the army might contribute toward 
the winning of the’ war. 

When deflation was carried to its 
extreme, about 95 to 98 per cent of 
tl. bonds held by my clients had 
to be sold, regardless of price, to 
pay the debts that cotton could not 
liquidate. 

Right, justice, equity required the 
government to pay the bonds in full 
at maturity; to take advantage of 
the suffering of the people. where- 
by the béOnds could be bought at 
a discount before maturity was not 
honest. 

The treasury at the time it was 
compromising its debts, was issuing 
and selling certificates of indebt- 
edness at a higher interest rate, 

In other words, the treasury of 
th. United States was profiteering 
at the expense of its most unselfish 
citizens. 

I do not wish to criticise without 
pointing out what I believe to be 
the right course in equity, and that 
was to offer to reissue bonds at a 
rate of interest that would sell at 
par to investors, the government 
reserving theright to pay off the 
bonds, carrying the higher rate of 
interest at its option and conveni- 
ence. 

Y do not want to be a member of 
a firm, corporation or government, 
which, being able to pay its debts, 
takes advantage of the distress of 
its creditors to compromise its just 
debts, and I am endeavoring to free 
myself, as a citizen, of responsibil- 
itv by protesting.

Oh, yes, I almost forgot “the 
nurse, It is the queerest thing, 
yet perfectly true, that a nurse with 
thorough hospital training is the 
only kind of nurse that can keepa 
patient reasonably comfortable for 
a whole month or more in bed. A 
practical] nurse may entertain the 
patient for days with tales of the 
tragic ends—but never an end of 
the tragic tale—of similar cases, 
still she just hasn't the technical 
skill to keep the patient comfortable 
in bed—and when I| say comfort- 
able I mean a blessed peace which 
no invalid in bed can ever know 
until she has had a real nurse care 
for her. 

Some such program enables the 
victim of splanchnic anhedonia or 
Sagging organs to accumulate more 
or less weight in the form of fatty 
deposits where they are needed to 
give support to whatever may be 
flopping about inside. It adds day 
by day to the patient’s ability to 
smile, not just to crack a grimace, 
but tg smile spontaneously. It 


all for the average well-to-over- 
fed individual—is a comfortable 


helps the patient to shake off, or 
rather sleep off, some of the glooms 
and find faint traces of cheer in 
being alive where before all was 
gad and dreary. 

There are no doubt many cases 
of splanchnoptosis or displaced or- 
gans that require surgical interfer- 
ence, but for most patients with this 
accident of evolution the program 
is fairly simple: Good bed, good 
doctor—and good night!

FOR TAX INCREASE 


Stating that the proposed ad va- 
lorem tax increase to $1.50 will 
mcan more to the schools than to 
any other department of the city, 
the board of education Monday aft- 


ernoon unanimously adopted a res- 
olution introduced by President W. 
W. Gaines, appealing to the people 
to vote in favor of the increase on 
August 31. 

The resolution follows: 

The board of education would appeal to 
the people of Atlanta to vote in favor of 
the increase of the tax rate on August 31. 
It will mean more to the schools than to 
any other department of the city and is 
vital to their success, The ent allot- 
ment by law to the schools of the city’s 
revenuc is utteriy inadequate to maintain 
them. Our present city charter in effect 
provides that 22 per cent of the total in- 
come of the city from all sources shall be 
paid to the schools. That 22 per cent has 
never been sufficient to finance the ruh- 
ning expenses of the schools. It has al- 
Ways had to be eupplemented from some 
source, This year it will lack about $4590,- 
000; it will only run the schools until Sep- 
tember 1. This schoo] deficit hag been 
proyided in the past mainly by an emer- 
gency tax. It was go provided by the city 
council this year, and the board of educa- 
tion depends upon it. But the emergency 
tax has been enjoined by the court as in- 
valid. So the city is now confronted with 
the non-opening of its schoola in Septem- 


. . 

The amended charter provision that is to 

be voted on on the 3lst will put the schools 
on their feet. It will place them in a 
position where their guarunteed income 
will be enough to enable them to run the 
entire year, without having to go out every 
year and beg for additional funds, It will 
make them independent. Instead of 22 per 
cent of the city’s total income the schoole 
will receive 26 per cent. In addition to 
that the asachools will recaive the atate 
school fund and the non-resident tuition. 
All of these things together will mean that 
the Atlanta schools will receive approxi- 
mately $550,000 more than at present. As 
the normal increase of our Atlantg schools 
is 2,000 pupils a year this additional snm 
will just about take care of the ,expenses 
of the schoolea for the next echool year. 
And in the future it is supposed that the 
increased revenue of the city will provide 
for the natural yearly increase in school 
expenses. 
‘urthermore, under the new law, the city 
will have to pay the interest and einking 
fund charges on the $4,000,000 issue of 
school bonds. So that altogether the schooia 
will be very liberally provided for. It will 
enable the schools to open in September, 
next; take care of them until January 1; 
will provide for them for the future, and 
will give them a guaranteed income that 
will make them absolutely and financially 
independent. It will enable the school 
board each year to know exactly what its 
income will be and it can fix its expenses 
accordingly. At the beginning of the year 
the board can Make up its budget. Know- 
ing what its receipts will be it can and will 
fix its budget within that sum, And it 
promises not to go beyond it. It will 
mean an end of school deficits and of 
achool uncertainties. 

The board of education earnestly appeals 
to the people to approve the increased tax, 
and to thus releas¢ the schools and set 
them free. Every. Atlanta citizen ought to 
be interested in doing this.

Rev. C. J: Thomas, pastor of Rush 
Memorial Congregational church, 
colored, has been appointed super- 
intendent of church and Sunday 
school work in the district compris- 
ing North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia and Washingto&, D. Cc.

Washington, Auguet 8.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Georgia 
leads the world in the production. 
of sweet potatoes, according to fig- 
ures released by the bureau of the 
censue, department of agriculture, 
with a total of more than 10,000- 
000 bushels produced in 1919. Ala- 
bama follows with approximately 
8,000,000 bushels. In the production 
of peanuts, Georgia ranked fourth 
among the states. 


The total acreage of sweet pota- 
toes harvested in 191¥ wag 8v3,727 
as compared with 641,253 in l19v¥, 
representing an increase of 162,4i72z 
acres or 20.3 per cent. More than 
nine-tenths (92.6 per cent) of the 
acreage of sWeet potatoes in l1Yly 
was in the southern states. 

The production of sweet potatoes 
in 1919. was 78,091,913 bushels or 
¥i.2 bushels per acre and the pro- 
duction jn 1909 was 59,232,070 bush- 
els, or 92.4 bushels per acre. The 
increase in production between 1909 
and 1919 amounted to 18,859,343 
bushels or $1.8 ‘per cent. 

Leading States, 


The leading states in the pro- 
duction of eweet potatoes in 1919 
were Georgia, with 10,132,016 bush- 
els; Alabama, with 8,095,404 bush- 
els; North Carolina, with 7,959,786 
bushels; Mississippi, with 6,550,500 
bushels, and Virginia, with 6,9381,- 
348 bushels. 

The total acreage of peanuts har- 
vested in 1919 was 1,125,100, as 
compared with 869,857 in 1909, and 
the production was 27,449,930 bush- 
els in 1919, as against 19,415,816 
bushels in 190%. The increase in 
acreage during the decade was 255,- 
213 acres or 29.3 per cent, and the 
increase in production was 8,034,- 
114 bushels, or 41.4 per cent. The 
average yield per acre in 1919 was 
24.4 bushels, as compared with 22.3 
bushels in 1909. 

The production of peanuts is prac- 
tically confined to the southern 
states. Six states reported more 
than one million bushels of peanuts 
p.oduced in 1919, as follows: Ala- 
bama, 6,288,594 bushels; Virginia, 
6,865,127 bushels; North Carolina, 
5,854,689 bushels; Georgia, 3,826,505 
bushels; Texas, 2,721,632 bushels, 
and Florida 1,365,063 bushels. 

Irish Potatoes, 

The area of Irish potatoes har- 
vested in the United States in 1919, 
according to the fourteenth census, 
was 3,258,192 acres, as compared 
with 3,668,855 acres in 1909, repre- 
senting a decrease of 410,663 acres 
or 11.2 per cent. 

The production of potatoes in 1919 
was 290,754,580 bushels, as com- 
pared with 389,194,965 bushels in 
1909. The production thus shows 
a decrease Of 98,440,385 bushels, or 
25.3 per cent. The average yield 
per acre in 1919 was 89.2 bushels, 
as against 106.1 bushels in 1909. 

The states reporting the largest 
production of potatoes in 1919 were 
New York, with 32,470,847 bushels; 
Minnesota, with 26,690,056 bushels; 
Wisconsin with 26,376,021 bushels; 
Maine with 25,531,470 bushels; Mich- 
igan with 23,929.560 bushe!s,: and 
Pennsylvania with 22,051,685 bush- 
els.

With several applicants, seeking 
the office, interest in the Atlanta 
postmastership vacancy was high 
Monday, on the eve of the civil 
service commission’s competitive 


examination for the office. Accord-. 


ing to recent announcement tne ex- 
amination will be conducted today 


and the findings of the examiners 
will be certified within a few days 
to the office of the postmaster-gen- 
eral in Washington. 

It is known that three men have 
made formal applications. It was 
stated at the local civil service of- 
fice that about twelve blanks have 
been given out. Other blanks have 
been issued at the office of Acting 
Postmaster George C. Rogers, it was 
said, and others were secured by 
men seeking the office direct from 
the department in Washington. 

The three men who are known to 
have filed formal applications are 
A. B. Griffin, superintendent of Sta- 
tion A, the West End branch of the 
Atlanta postoffice; Hugh McKee, 
former postmaster, and Watson Ful- 
ler, former railway mail clerk and 
at present connected with the mail- 
ing department of the H. G. Hast- 
ings company. H. E. Stockbridge 
was’ reported to have filed an appli- 
cation. 

The application of an ex-army of- 
ficer cannot be considered, it was 
said, because the applicant was over 
the maximum age and was legally a 
resident of another state.

New Orleans, August 8.—The south 
produced a cotton crop during the 
year ending with July which, seed 
and ail, was worth more than a bil- 
lion of dollars, according to the an- 
nual statement issued to the cotton 
trade today by H. G. Hester, secre- 
tary of the New Orelans cotton ex- 
change. 

It was a year of tremendous de- 
preciation in values, says Mr. Hes- 
ter, the average value per bale fall- 
3 from $174.15 during August of 
1920, the first month of the cotton 
year, to $56.91 during June, the elev- 
enth month, During July. the 
twelfth month, there was a recov- 
ery to $69.04. The total value of 
the commercial] op of 11,377,316 
bales was $1,070,.380,710. During the 
preceding year the commercial crop, 
totalling 12,443,180 bales, was valued 
at $2,516,544,520.
